Few 
Solution of It Kxnected, but 


Vmat* Are Known. 


Who 1ms not heard tbe question, "What 


becomes of pins?" 
Millions of them are 


made In u year, millions are sold, and yet 
the fi-.ipply no more than keeps pace with 
tho demand, which seems growing enor- 
mously all tho time. 
By a computation 


made in London ton years ago it WHS 
shown that at that time the weekly pro- 
duotiein of pins in Great Britain was 280,- 
000,000, of which ]bO,000,000, or consider- 
ably more than hulf, were made in Bir- 
mingham. 
Then 120,000,000 were made 


In France and 120,000,000 in Germany, 
Holland and Belgium. 
Since that time 


the production of pins hue increased large- 
y. 
The biggest pin manufacturing city 


n tho world is Birmingham, where 87,- 
300,000 pins on the average are manufao- 
ured every working day 
The other pin 


actories in England together turn out 
tont 19,000,000 pins daily. 
The daily 


output of pics in France exceeds 20,000,- 
100, and Germany and other countries in 
Lurope manufacture about 
10,000,000 


more dully, the total production of pins 
being 80,000,000 every day, or iWJ.OOO.OOO 
a week in Euiope. 
This in, of couiw, ex- 


clusive of tho pin fuctoilc's in thu United 
states, which number 46, having a capi- 
;al of ?2, 000,000, giving employment to 
1,000 persons und turning out ill u year 
jlns to tho value of about $1,000,000. 
It 


,8 calculated that only 1 per cent of the 
nlnfl manufactured aro wain out or bro- 
ken. 
The othor S19 ]>or ee'nt tg-e lost, but 


what becomes of them, where they go and 
who gets them, or \\liy some of. thorn are 
not alteiwurd discovered and again put to 
use, are mysteries. At tho rate at which 
pins aro manufactured and the rate ut 
which they aio lost every third person in 
Europe and North America must lose a 
pin a day, and it is to be inferred, though 
tho statisticians take no account of this, 
thnt there is some pin losing going on, too, 
in South America, AKHI ami Airicn, though 
tourists in tho dark continent aver that. 
the gnrnituro thero is such that plus are 
not necessary. 


Pins aro inude of copper and zinc wire. 


The metal is case into ingots, which lire 
rolled into sheets after having been an- 
nealed 
Miveral times. 
Afterward 
the 


sheets are cut Into strips so fine as to re- 
semble wire, and then by machinery the 
wires nre cut and afterward the pins aro 
pointed and headed. After tho completion 
of this process tho inequalities are worn off 
In a revolving iron barrel filled with sow- 
dust, and then the pins are put in a prep- 
aration of tin and lire polished by the fric- 
tion of sawdust to the point of resemblance 
to the pins of commerce. 
The process Is 


by no mums complicated, but much in- 
genuity is required, for tho competition in 
pin making is considerable, and the mar- 
gin of profit from pin manufacture is 
therefore not so iurge. ns to pern.it tho suc- 
cessful operation of any factory not ut.il- 
ixhiy the most reeent. improvements. — 
Now York Sun

Not Sacceetl. 


"The flying machine feve'r," said u pat 


ent office official, "prevailed very exten- 
sively during Pre-sident Grunt's adminis- 
tration, when General Leggett of Ohio 
was commissioner of patents. 
Many in- 


ventors, or at least persons who supposed 
that thoy were inventors, bad It very bad, 
and there WHS scarcely a week thoc some fly 
ing machine fellow did not turn np or write 
to the patent office. Tho great majority 
of them never oven went so far as to nmkc 
a model, but contented themselves with 
crude* drawings explaining their Ideas ol 
aerial locomotion 
All of them Were pool 


and wanted the patent office to furnish 
the money to build their machines. I ro 
member one fellow in particular. He was 
well known to General Leggott and served 
under him in an Ohio repiinentduriDR the 
war. 
He telegraphed General LcggeLt 


from Urbaoa, O : 'Hold patent on flying 
nifichino until 1 arrive. Befuse all applica- 
tions nntil you have seen mine.' The 
general answered him, by mail, however, 
that the office would consider anything he 
had to offer, or words to that effect. Then 
there came from the inventor a daily le;t- 
ter for a couple of weeks describing the 
invention with grout detail. 
To cut off 


tho supply of le'ttors, the general wrote 
him a personal letter, with the idea of 
cooling him down, but it had tho opposite 
effect, for it was foil owed by tho announce- 
ment that the inventor would arrive here 
n a few days and ivould give an exhibi- 
tion of the machine. The man did come, 
and with him came his machine. In shape 
it was like a sugar hogshead, with the 
customary wings of nearly all flying ma- 
chines. It was light, and was made of 
white cotton covering a spiral steel frame. 


Nothing would suit the inventor except 


that the patent office should tuke a short 
recess, while every one connected with It 
could go out and see the machine fly from 
the F street porch of the building. 
The 


general finally persuaded bim that the first 
exhibition should not bo so publioly given 
und thut ho and » few others would exam- 
ine the mncihine that afternoon after office 
hours. 
About 4 o'clock a half dozen or 


more repaired to the F street poroh, and 
the inventor, after screwing up ft half doz- 
en or so springs and oounterbalanoest an- 
nounced that he was ready to fly the won- 
der. It was supposed thut he intended to 
go up in it, but he soon dispelled that 
idea by saying that the machine he had 
was but a miniature model of what he in- 
tended to make, but that it was sufficient 
to show what could be done. 


Finally be lot her go, and to tbe surprise 


of every one the machine flew nicely up 
in tho air and across F street. By a mis 
calculation it struck the corner of the post 
office department building very hard and 
fell in the area a mass of broken metal, 
smashing Itself into a dozen pieces. 
The 


inventor ran across to look at the rem 
nants, and by the time he had returned to 
explain ihe cause of tho disaster the portl 
co was deserted. 'It was an Ohio idea, 
General Leggett remarked, 'and it was one 
of the very few Ohio ideas that -did no' 
pan out.' "—Washington Star.

A GAME ON SUNDAY. 


i"HEY WERE BETTING ON A JACK POT 


WHEN THE YACHT UPSET. 


Imprisoned In the Cabin TJutil Guided by 


a Fish LIuc to Swim to the Surface—A 
Reminiscence of Poker Playlug Off the 
Long Island Coast. 


"The closest cull I ever had," said the 


pray hatred, young looking man, "\wis in 
u game of poker, and, curiously enough, 
nobody called In that particular deal in 
which it occurred. 


"Porhnps you remember one summer 


about ton yearn ago when a suoccpsion of 
tremendous squalls struck the south side 
of Long Island on four successive Sun- 
days. I think it was just ten years ago. 
" We had u clubhouse, eight or t«u of us, 


that summer which wap located on Hicks' 
beach, on the extreme western end of the 
Great South bay.

head and raised his liund with a suddon 
gesture that arrested our attention In- 
stantly. Dropping his curds, he sprang to 
bis feet and started to rush out on deck, 
when a lurch of the vessel sent us all 
sprawling. Tho squall had struck us. For

enough, be told us his plan in a few 
words. It was simple, and it gave us at 
least a chance for life. 
" 'You can all swim,' he said. 'Find a 


flailing line. 
There are plenty In tho cab- 


In. • 


"Somebody produced one in a moment. 


It was on a reel. 
" 'Hold fast to the reel,' said the com- 


modore. 'I'll take one end of the line and 
dive- through the compaiiionway. I think 
I can flurl my way over the side and up 
on the bottom of the boat. I'll hold my 
end, and when you feel three jerks make 
this end fust. 
Then you will have to fol- 


low, 
one ut a time. 
Don't let go of the 


lino as you go out, and you can't miss the 
way. I'll hold the other end.' 
" 'Very good, commodore,' said the 


broker, 'but I'd better go first. Yon know 
what a swimmer I am, and I reckon the 
man who goes first will have the hardest 
job.' 


"The commodore was disposed to dis- 


pute this proposition, but the lawyer spoke 
<ip sharply: 'Let him go, commodore,' he 
said.

THE 360 DAY VEAR. 


Why It Had to Give Way to the Syitem 


Now Used. 


Thoro is a story in Plutarch whlnh must 


convince every rcadar that one myth nt 
least relates to an alteration made !n tho 
Egyptian calendar to extend the length of 
the year from 860 days to 335. A year of 
860 days existed in Egypt ut an early peri- 
od, and may possibly hnvo been arrived at 
in the way suggested by Sir. F. L. Griffith. 
The lunar mouth, from new moon to now 
moon, being 20M days in length, the con- 
venient round number of 30 tlnyfi was tak- 
en as n standard, and 12 months, of BO 
days each, uiiidc up tho year. 
The solar 


yeur'ls moro dilBoult to observe than the 
lunar month, the Intervals being longer, 
nnd a year of 800 days wus u very oon- 
venicnt and reasonable approximation to 
it. At any r^te, tho your of 800 days came 
into use, and a curious custom ut Acan- 
thte, near Memphis, BOPIIIB to allude to it. 
A perforated vessel was filled with water 
by 300 priests on each day ot the y«ar. In 
the island of Phllte, again, 3BO pitchers 
were placed around the tomb of Osiris, 
for making funeral libations, and wore 
filled every day by the priests with milk. 
With 800 days in the your, the ecliptic eir- 
ele of the heavens, as represented in the 
charts, would bo divided into SCO equal 
parts, and we must regard it as a relic of 
this time that the otrclc is still made to 
consist of 860 degrees. 
But so erroneous 


an estimate of the length of tho year would 
soon be corrected by expel lonce. 


It is evident that in about 72 years a 


cycle would be accomplished in which tho 
Now Year's day would sweep through all 
the months, remaining only six years in 
each. The same month, eo far as its name 
was concerned, would now bo in tho inun- 
dation time, now In the season of sowing 
and anon in the time of reaping, nnd the 
agriculturist must have been perplexed. 
A text In tho papyrus Annetasi makes ref- 
erence to such perplexity, and may receive 
its explanation hero. Goodwin translated 
it: "May Amen deliver mo from the cold 
season, \vheu the sun does not shine, the 
winter comes iusteud of tho summer, the 
month is stormy, tho hours shortened." 
Similar confusion would overtake tho re- 
ligious festivals, the New Year, for exam- 
ple, coming five days before its proper 
time, nnd then ton days before, and so on, 
and it might bo thought that its observ- 
ance at the wrong season would displease 
the gods. The yoar of 3BO days bad to givo 
way and ultimately did so in favor of one 
of 305 days. The prceise date of the change 
is not known, but it is referred to in in- 
scriptions of the time of Ainenomha 1 
(circa 2400 B. C.), and 
may of course 


have been introduced much earlier. When 
this wus done, the original months were 
not altered, but a "little month" of five 
days was interpolated tit the end of the 
year between the month Mesori of ono 
year and the Thoth of tho next.—West- 
minster Ri^icw.

—their glory, their mnnhcr, their price- 
less worth? When the: doors were unlocked, 
and I was taken into tho peacock throne 
room, I lound myself Hirrounded by n 
mass of wealth uncqunled in the world. 
Nowhere are such treasures, hut nowhere 
also is there such an accumulation of rub- 
bish. I will, however, dismiss the rubbish 
and refer only to the treasures. 
Down 


each siilu of the room wero chnirs entirely 
covered with sheeted gold, and at intervals 
wero ttibk'.s of gold, nailed, I shuddered 
to note, with the commonest of cheap 
black headed tacks! 


At the far end of tho room was the won- 


der of tho world—tho peacock throrio. 
Whether it is one of the seven thrones of 
the great mogul, and was brought from 
Delhi, I don't know, but it is certainly 
tho most costly ornament that the eye of 
man can look upon.
